It 
was based on one prepared by the 
provincial town planning office of 
that lime. 

The late H. L. Seymour, director 
of town planning for the provincial 
government in 1931, outlined many 
requirements of good town plan¬ 
ning that only now are beginnirig 
to find gen-ral acceptance. 

Town planning, from a provin¬ 
cial standpoint, fell on bad day’s in 
1932 when.the Brownlee govern¬ 
ment found itself forced to take 
economy measures and chopped 
the to\vn planning office From a 
town planning budget of $15,350 in 
1931, the division was placed under 
the department of public works 
and given $1,500 for minor matters 
It was a slow return for town 
planning and for many years the 
division's major concern was re¬ 
gulating development along provin 
rial highways. 

The return took on forep about 
feuf years ago. Today the divis¬ 
ion's budget is pushing the $ 100 ,- 
000 mark, while throughout the 
province, counting the expendit¬ 
ures of cities and towns, Mr. Lash 
estimates that al^cVit $250.1X10 was 
spent on town planning last year.

THE MARCH OF THE 
WHEAT VARIETIES 

-- From the day when wheat grow 
ing was attempted in a serious way 
on these prairies, soon after 1812, 
around 50 different varieties have 
been tried out. Of all these, how¬ 
ever, only a few were really suc¬ 
cessful. The first important var¬ 
iety was Red Fife, discovered in 
Ontario in 1842, emigrated to the 
United States and* brought from 
the United States into Manitoba 
soon after 1870. Red Fife complet¬ 
ely displaced several varieties then 
in use by the settlers. Then follow 
ed a number of varieties In a 
search for an earlier wheat than 
Red Fife; and the great Marquis 
appeared in 1911. Then followed a 
number of other varieties in a 
search for a still earlier variety 
than Marquis; in particular Red 
Bobs (then called Early Triumph 
in 1921 and Garnet in 1926, which 
were found satisfactory by farm¬ 
ers. And then, to resist stem rust 
—Thatcher in 1935 (which still 
dominates) and a number of Can¬ 
adian produced rust-resistant var¬ 
ieties, i e. Renown, Apex, Regent 
and Redman. In 1951 appeared .the 
new race of rust 15-B to which all

Teacher Shortage 

The teacher shortage is again being felt this year, 
and will likely still be evident some years to come. 

Many reasons have been advanced for the lack 
of teachers, but it really boils down to one easily-seen 
fact. New teachers generally enter the profession at 
about the age of 19, which means that the young 
people taking up teaching as a career today were born 
in the early- or mid-thirties. As many of us too well 
remember, those years were depression years. The 
marriage rate was low and the birthrate was low. But 
it is the generation of those lean years which is being 
called upon to provide teachers now. The birthrate has 
been high since the end of World War 2 and the school 
population has grown tremendously. 

.To put it simply: There just weren’t enough fut¬ 
ure teachers bom in the 30’s to meet the present-day 
needs. And the shortage will likely continue for a few 
years yet. *-

For the first time, a school-book rental scheme is to 
be tried out in the County of Vulcan. This will apply 
to all students in Grades 3 to 12. At the present time, 
nearly all the necessary school texts are in the School. 

On the first day of school, it is proposed that these 
texts be rented in sets to the pupils of each grade. The 
attached list shows the texts that will be rented, their 
letail cost, and the amount^of rental that will be-charg 
ed for the use of a set of texts for one year. Grades 1 
and 2 are not included in the rental scheme. The bdftks 
that they use are expended during the course of the 
year’s work and are therefore sold - outright. These 
books are listed and the retail price of them is shown. 
They will be sold by the teacher to the pupils at 15% 
discount. In each of the other grades, a certain number 
of work books are used, these again will be sold out¬ 
right to the pupil. This scheme is optional. No pupils 
need take part in it if they do not care to. However, it 
is expected that those pupils that wish to take part in 
the rental scheme will rent complete sets of books. It is 
hoped that this scheme will prove successful and while 
providing the use of the books at a reduced rate will, 
at the same time, permit the quicker operation of the 
school due to the elimination of delays while the pupils 
await delivery of their book orders.

provincial board of health assum¬ 
ed a heavy responsibility last week 
and ordered a two-week postpone¬ 
ment of the scheduled .Sept. 2 op¬ 
ening of all Alberta schools as a 
precautionary measure in the at¬ 
tempt to stem the incidence of po¬ 
liomyelitis. 

They say that two major factors 
were the basis for the decision 
First, it is the second most serious 
polio outbreak in Alberta's history. 
Second, incidence of. the disease is 
fairly genernly distributed through 
the province, with at least one 
case for about every 25 miles in 
the areas of settlement.' 

'I he responsibility is heavy not 
only fraipi a purely educational 
point of view involving the loss of 
two weeks’ classroom experience. 
Medical opinion is not clear cut on 
the value of closing schools as a 
polio preventative. 

Some ihedical men point out 
that although schools may remain 
closed, the children the measure is 
supposed to protect quite often ig¬ 
nore the other suggestions of 
health authorities, such as staying 
out of crowds and getting plenty 
of rest. Say t/hose of this opinion: 
"In their classrooms the children 
are relatively quiet and not so 
susceptible to chills and tiredness." 
The responsibility, therefore, of 
keeping the children from becom¬ 
ing over-tired and out of large ga¬ 
therings seems to rest on the par¬ 
ents. 

On the other hand, of course, 
school opening as usual would 
mean that many children who oth- 
eiwise would not be found in 
crowds would be thrown together 
to increase the chances of contract 
ing the'disease from a carrier. 

It has been suggested' that the. 
action of some local boards in or¬ 
dering a postponement of school 
opening before the provincial or¬ 
der was made was a concession to 
public opinion. The suggestion has 
been made by medical authorities 
who question the value of postpon¬ 
ing the opening only a'week. 

The board’s decision was made 
at a time when the province’s pol¬ 
io total for 1953 reached 301. with 
eight deaths listed officially. Some

In an effort to prevent alarm 
over the crippling disease, health 
officials point out that whooping 
cough takes more lives than polio.

Alberta ptst. control officers, 
particularly those in the eastern 
part of the province, are on their 
own now in keeping rats out of 
the province, i The modern pied 
piper, N. L. Poulin, brought from 
Manitoba in June, 1952, has finish¬ 
ed his part of the work after rat¬ 
proofing ’4,800 square mites. The 
buffer zone extends 200 miles bet-’ 
ween the Cypress Hills ^and Pro¬ 
vost and 24 miles in depth west of 
th? Alberta-Saskatchewan bound¬ 
ary. 

Generally co-operation of farm¬ 
ers was good, government qfficials 
say, although in some cases an "I- 
don’t care w'hat you do" attitude 
was taken.
